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Everything You Need to Know About Phi Theta Kappa

As many of you know, Phi 
Theta Kappa held a voter registra- 
tion event from October 3-5.1 
know we have a lot of freshmen 
this year who do not know what 
Phi Theta Kappa is or what it can 
do for you. I had my own questions 
as well, so I sat down with the Fac- 
ulty Director Dr. Art Fowler and 
the PTK President Serena Carroll 
to find out the essentials. 

Faculty Director Dr. Fowler 

Q. What exactly is Phi Theta 
Kappa, and what does it do for the 
school? 

A. PTK is an international honors 
society for two-year colleges. Our 
chapter, Delta Zeta, is the oldest in 
the state of Tennessee. It provides 
opportunities for students in the 
area of scholarships, leadership, 
and service. The students act as 
ambassadors within the commu- 
nity, like how they have adopted 
the local head start in town; stu- 
dents have parties with the children 
for holidays like Halloween and 
Valentine's day, and they even 
hosted an Easter egg hunt on cam- 
pus in the Grove. Students are also 
eligible for scholarships both here 
and at another school. 

Q. What are the membership re- 
quirements for Phi Theta Kappa? Is 
there any way there could be an 
exception to these requirements? 



A. Students must maintain a GPA of at least 3.5 for twelve credit hours 
and a GPA of at least 3.2 for twenty-four credit hours. They must also be 
a good campus citizen. The program works on a self-report system: you 
are obligated to tell the Faculty Director if your GPA drops, and you 
have one semester to bring it back up. There really are no exceptions to 
the requirements. 

Q. How can students benefit from being in PTK? 

A. Students are eligible for scholarships while in PTK. They also get the 
chance to take leadership roles and perform different services. They also 
have a chance for fellowship and friendship with other students. They 
will have an opportunity to interact with other chapters and go to re-

gional meetings and conventions, like the 
one we attended last semester in Nashville.
